There was only one 
ulteration necessary and that had to do with 
acingle character, Li, however, fotimated that 
he could not present the ‘testimonial ta 
the Emperor as It would first have to pass 
through the hands of the Tsung-ll Yamen, 
a department. with which he had then no con- 
nection, fength, with the help of Sit Nicholas 
O'Conor, Mr Denby, and later Mr. Beauclerc, 
an {nterview with the members of the Taungl! 
Yamen was arranged, and'about the middle. of 
November, the Rev, T, Richard ‘vislted the 
Yamen and bad an interview with the mem- 
bers. He was kindly accompanied by Mr, 
Denby, io his private capacity, who took 
elth him bia son ‘as Interpreter, There 
were three members of the Tsungli Yamen 
sesent and they appeared very polite and free 
ia thelr bearing and conversation, which was 
cared on In Chinese. The members of the 
Yamen read the memorial and address, and 
objected finally to the cresentation of the papers 
to the Emperor becausc such a coursc, of a 
forelgner presenting a memorial to the Emperor, 
had never before been heard of In Chinese 
history, They promlsed to give the papers to 
the other members of the Yamen to read, and 
said. they would communicate thelr deciston 
later. Up to the present that deciston has not 
been communicated by the Chinese Government. 
The Rey. 8, E. Wherry has a strong belief that 
the metmorlal will be presented to the Emperor, 
THE NEW. PRIME MINISTER. . 
‘The Rey. T. Richard had previously bad two 
Interviews with Weng Tang-ho, the Prime’ 
Miolster. In consequence Weng asked the Rev, 
T. Richard to formulate in walting bis views as 
tothe maoner in which the reform of China 
might be accomplished, which he did and 
presented Weng with the same.” Weng Tung-ho 
has been regarded by forelgners generally as 
conservative and prejudiced against foreigners, 
Those foreigners who, however, know him 
well, belleve such . opposition exists In 
outward appearances only, Professor Oliver 
sald Weng fe quite as Ilberal as’ any 
other minister, bot thet Weng is very 
tgnorant of political aflatrs, both native and 
forelgn. In consequence it {s feared that 
if sertous presuare {s brought to bear poll. 
tcally upon Weng he msy commit some 
serlous and ‘frretrlevable blunder, O! course 
Weng takes tt for granted that our views 
are selfish, and he therefore resists any pressure 
just because it Is - pressure. He does not 
scom to be aware what the diplomatic corps are 
driving at, If Wang had really cl:arfdeas of 
what was absolutely necessary for the reforma- 
tlon of the Emplre, be would, it ts believed, go 
fn for it as much asany of the other Chinese 


THE BRYORM MOVEMENT, ” 


The Rev, H. S, Wherry ‘sald’ he thought the |, 


Reform Movement was but an outcome of the 
agitation arising from the results of the war, 
and thought that the agitation would continue 
although there might be no real Immediate effects 
from {t,. There ‘appears to exist at Peking a 
Jealousy of the Manclius towards ‘the Chinese, 
and a consequeotlal fear on the. part of the 
Chinesa of the Macchus. Sammed up, he 
thought that the Chinese Ilterary men: regatd 
the administration of afiaira by the Manchas: as 
afallure, and belog probably aware that the 
Manchua have cognisance of that feeling the 
Chinese donot associate with the Manchus as 
touch as they might.
